This, the convicts argue, is 
not in keeping with promises made by State officials fwe years ago 
that only those earning a new chance in life would be released. 


“What are we to do?” said Ellis | 


J. Vines, onetime holdup man,

‘ing to have Vines paroled to me,” 
Nahlik wrote. 


“He was very young when he 
committed his first offense and 
when apprehended he co-operated 
with me by returning the things 
he had stolen. After each prison 
break he invariably secured a job 
under an assumed name, worked 
‘regularly and did not commit any 
crimes. 


“At one time Vines stated to 
ime it would be useless for a man 
with a long record to attempt to 
obtain a parole as he had no 
money or friends to intercede for 
him. Also at one time Vines was 
very bitter towards society, having 
never had an opportunity after 
his first crime to redeem himself. 

“Five years ago, however, Vines 
accepted the Christian faith and 
since that time his bitterness to- 
wards society no longer exists.” 

Vines, who 10 years ago lined 
up a dozen persons in an Inman 
Park drug store with a shotgun 
in a “wild-west” robbery perform- 
ance, puts it this way: 


“T’m no longer bitter towards 
anyone. If I cannot get a parole, 
I will go right on in the Christian 
way. 

“But why?

There is no over-estimating the impor- 
tance of the conference of Southern Gov- 
ernors which is to be held today in Nash- 
ville. 

The Supreme Court has ruled, in ef- 
fect, that where separate facilities of equal 
caliber are not provided, any qualified 
Negro who applies must be enrolled in 
the State’s professional colleges. 

That means a Negro student who has 
completed the prerequisite training could 
apply tomorrow to Georgia Tech or the 
University Medical School at Augusta or 
Law School in Athens and, by order of 
of the highest court in the land, be ad- 
mitted. 

Georgia has circumvented this prob- 
lem in recent years by providing money 
for qualified Nevro professional students 
to get their higher education elsewhere, 
the State paying the difference between 
the cost at private Negro universities and 
what tuition would have been had the stu- 
dent been able to attend the State Uni- 
versity System. 

This is currently costing the State of 
Georgia approximately $35,000 annually 
and indications are that, even if such a 
solution were legal, the appropriation for 
this would have to be doubled or trebled 
in the next few years. Other Southern 
States are spending as much or more with 
the same outlook for the future. 


Because, from the economic stand- 
point, it is not presently possible or prac- 
tical for each State to set up and operate 
graduate schools for Negroes in the fields 
of medicine, dentistry, law and other pro- 
fessional studies, the Southern Governors 
are looking into the feasibility of under- 
taking jointly to meet their obligation to 
their Negro citizens. 

There are those, of course, who ques- 
tion the legality of the proposed solution. 

But it seems a plausible one and is un- 
deniabl: being made in all good faith. 

The Governors, it should be remem- 
bered, began their discussion of such a co- 
operative approach to the problem long 
before last week’s Supreme Court ruling 
that Oklahoma must admit a Negro to its 
State law school or.set up equal facilities 
for him. 

The South is determined, for the good 
of both races, to maintain its traditional 
segregation pattern. 

And the South is financially unable, 
without millions in Federal aid, to estab- 
lish the several score Negro universities 
which a strict interpretation of the latest 
decision would entail. Indeed, they would 
have but a handful each of students if 
we could. 

A regional professional school, jointly 
operated and financed, seems the only 
practical answer. 


Georgia's Expanded Post Road Program 


Highway Director John Beasley’s re- 
port of expansion of the State’s farm-to- 
market road system is welcome news to 
many a mudbound rural community. 

During the past 10 months, according 
to Mr. Beasley, 168 miles of post roads— 
those on neither the State mor Federal 
systems—have been paved. 

This is, to be sure, but a relatively 
small portion of the State’s rural roads, 
percentagewise. But it represents a 
great increase over the amounts which 
have previously been paved in similar 
lengths of time. | 

Many of Georgia’s rural roads, as nu- 
merous Constitution surveys revealed last 
Winter, are well-nigh impassable in bad 


weather. This works a tremendous hard- 
ship on the State’s farm population, in as 
much as mail carriers are unable to get 
through and school busses frequently can- 
not operate for weeks at the time. 

Of course, as Mr. Beasley points out, 
the State is responsible for ‘ess than 10 


‘percent of Georgia’s 84,000 miles of un- 


paved roads, the remainder being on 
County systems. 

We trust that County officials through- 
out the State are preparing now to keep 


the roads at least passable until Spring | 


when the expanded improvement program 
can be resumed. 

Our farm-to-market roads are vital... 
and not alone to the farmers. 


Not Through With Petrillo Yet 


Now that a Chicago Federal judge, 
through a strange mixture of oblique 
legal reasoning, has freed James C. Pe- 
trillo from charges of violating the Lea 
Act, which was passed for the express pur- 
pose of curbing the music czar, the re- 
moval of this blight from the American 
scene rests squarely with Congress. 

Perhaps sensing that its work in con- 
nection with this cocky little tyrant was 
not done, the House Labor Committee last 
Monday began hearings designed to make 
clear the type of legislation necessary. If 
the need has not already been fully dem- 
onstrated, we feel certain these hearings 
will show that a general law forbidding 
labor monopoly—much as the Sherman 
Anti-Trust Law bars corporate monopoly 
—is the only answer to the problem. 

Certainly an extension of the Lea Act 
is not desirable, and neither will it supply 
the answer to the pressing problem of 
labor monopoly. For though Judge LaBuy 
refused, or omitted, a ruling on the con- 


stitutionality of the Lea Act, there has 
never been any doubt in our minds that 
the law is in conflict with our funda- 
mental concepts of jurisprudence. For it 
seeks to enforce in a particular industry 
and, in effect, upon one man, regulations 
which should be applied in a general 
manner. 

Even so, by his silence on the matter, 
Judge LaBuy, in effect, held the Lea Act 
constitutional. But he freed Petrillo from 
the charge of unlawful compulsion be- 
cause, he said, Petrillo never had any rea- 
son to believe the radio station in question 
did not need the services of the proposed 
three additional musicians. That despite 
the fact that a strike was called when the 
station refused to hire the extra musicians 
demanded. 

It is past time Congress acted to bar 
labor monopoly of all sorts, and in such 
explicit language that jurists, regardless 
of their personal inclinations, cannot mis- 
interpret the will of the lawmakers.

eo I remember the sound of his voice yet— 
| A It was strong and clear, and there was an 

ee accusation in it which none might miss who 
stood there on that day last June when tfie Little White House at 
Warm Springs was dedicated as a State park. 


“Only the already lost can think of our future as besieged,” said 
the voice, and it rang clearly beneath the silent pines and oaks 
where sat some 2,500 persons before the Little White House where 
Franklin D. Roosevelt died more than two years ago. 


“We have more to give than to guard,” said the voice. 


And those in-the crowd lifted themselves a little, and looked at 
one another ,.. They seemed to be asking whether or not it was 
true, in this time when fear runs like a disease through the life 
blood of the world, that we need not fearfully close our doors, our 
hearts and our minds to our own destiny. 


“We need not be the captives of our fear. Our powers are not 
weapons but tools with which to build the promise of our democ- 
racy into the purposes of mankind,” said the voice, echoing about 
the vale which had grown so quiet that the crunch of automobile 
wheels on the distant gravel drive came louder than usual. 


“There are some who think that the democratic faith depends for 
defense upon military force, rather than upon the steady fulfillment 
of its promise for plenty and freedom, together and every where,” 
said the speaker. 


Surely, you thought, this must be some reckless young fighter, 
flexing his muscles there on the platform, exalted by being so close 
to the place where Franklin D. Roosevelt lived many good days 
and where, in an early spring day death had come for him, and 
gone, like one of the fierce, quick rains of Spring. 

Daniels But, when you crowded closer and could see, you saw 
it was Josephus Daniels, his face lit with the fires of 


truth and integrity that burned always in his heart and mind. He 
was 85 years old, but his mind was young and unafraid. 


Out in front of him the people sat in the chairs recruited from 
funeral directors, or stood beneath the pines which dripped lightly 
from an earlier shower. 

Not since Franklin D. Roosevelt himself had gone, with his 
great gift of putting the issues out there on the table where all 
could see them, had anyone spoken like that. For a while there, 
there was a great lifting of hearts because here was a man saying 
something people wanted to hear. 


What was he saying, now that he was near the close of his talk? 


¢The people were leaning forward in their seats and even the poli- 


ticlans, who are used to words, were listening: 


“We have more to give than to guard .. . sometimes that faith 
is hard to hold. Even to one who has seen many years, these times 
seem dark. But this place is lit with courage. Indeed, it is 
illuminated with faith. At Warm Springs today our task is not to 
dedicate a shrine, but here and now to rededicate ourselves.” 


Having said that he was done, and turned around for his chair, 
as the applause broke and here and there a voice called out in 


approval, 

Deat Now, death has come for Josephus Daniels. Yesterday his 
, family and loving friends put him away for the last sleep 

in his native soil of North Carolina. The hearts of thousands were 

there with them, though they themselves could not attend. 


I don’t know when I have been so drawn to a man as I was 
to him. I don’t know when [ have known one who was so patient 
and who would give me so much of his time and his words. I remem- 
ber him at the American Society of Newspaper Editors: at Mexico 
City when he was ambassador: at the National Democratic con- 
ventions, and, the last time, there at Warm Springs. 


Truth I learned, I hope, and believe, one thing from him. And 

that was that age may harden the arteries, may slow down 
one’s pace; but it does not necessarily harden the mind itself. He 
kept his mind young and he was never looking backward at a mag- 
nificent career for comfort or justification. He was always looking 
ahead and meeting the new problems with a young mind and a 
young spirit. And that is why his career kept going on until his 
last breath stopped. I think of him and of Roosevelt and 
of the carping critics who are in such fine rages; who prance and 
denounce and speak with great and profound disrespect of Roose- 
velt and his administrations. They are very clever with words, 
are some of the critics, and can use acid or humor with equal ease. 
But, when it is done all they have accomplished is a little verbal 
exercise, They have juggled their prejudices or balanced them on 
their nose, in the manner of a clever clown or a trained seal, but 
nothing is changed. 


FDR I remember Josephus Daniels saying, “Ralph, when 

you and I are gathered to our fathers, we shall look 
cown over the ramparts and see Franklin Roosevelt’s name written 
high in the hearts of mankind, and the names of his sparrow 
critics will be dust.” 


Isn’t it obvious that the people of this great country feel that 
there is too much special privilege; that their hearts answer, even 
men that to others seem dangerous demagogues? Isn’t that plain? 

That is why today no one tries to tear down what Roosevelt 
built, but only pecks ineffectually at the great rock of his name. 
Josephus Daniels was one who saw, and told, this truth. 


Doesn’t anyone ever try to analyze why Huey Long became 
powerful—and why, more recently, Jim Folsom whipped all the 
powerful interests in Alabama with the votes and prejudices of 
the people from the branchheads?

That there is a serious shortage of hospi- 
tal facilities in Atlanta today, and has been 
for years, is common knowledge. This and enlargements of other 
hospitals will only partially fill the need. Even when all expan- 
sion programs are complete, when the new hospitals are in full 
service, there will be few, if any, vacant rooms and beds. That 
is inevitable. 

Like everything else, the demand for hospital service has in. 
creased with the growth of the city. That is simple, mathematical 
evolution. Furthermore, hospital needs grow not only as the city 
population increases, but as other towns and cities in wide radius 
increase. For Atlanta is the center for surgical and medical services 
for a very large area. Atlanta is blessed with doctors and surgeons 
of more than regional, in fact national, repute and hundreds of 
patients come here from distant places. 

A large proportion must have hospital rooms or beds. 

There was, too, something which took place 10 or 15 years ago 
which almost immediately multiplied the demand for hospitals. 
That was the inauguration of hospitalization insurance. 

The insurance plan, under which thousands 


Always Needed yf individuals began paying a small monthly 


premium which essured them fully paid hospital service whenever 
the need arose, had never used the institutions. Thousands who 
would not go as charity patients, yet unable to pay the normal fees 
themselves, did not go at all. 

Now with hospitalization insurance taking care of all expenses, 
these thousands began, when ill, knocking at the hospital doors, 

Not, mind you, that any were admitted who did not need. Only 
that many who had really needed the services were then able to 
obtain them. The result was, in a very few months, our hospitals 
were almost filled all the time. 

Came the war and the inability to construct. 
already troubling shortage of rooms. 

Now hospital after hospital is announcing or undergoing ex- 
tensive enlargements. It will take a lot to lift Atlanta to its nor- 
mally needed supply. But they will come. 

If, as a result of the proposed enlargements, it will no longer 
occur that patients in serious condition are told they must go on 
the waiting list before the hospital can admit them, the cost of 
all the new buildings will not be&oo great. 

You would be surprised if you could see the lengthy list of 
patients, really in need, who have been compelled to wait for hos- 
pital admittance, simply because there was no place for them. ‘ 

It shouldn’t be too difficult to raise, by public subscription, the

Bloch May Direci 
Talmadge Campaign 


Seeking to. line-up “big city” votes, Herman 
Talmadge may pull a surprise in the naming of

the small towns for a campaign manager. Charles Bloch, prominent 
Macon attorney and former President of the Georgia Bar Associa- 
tion, may be this: man. 


- — 


Bloch is chief attorney for the Talmadge Democratic faction in 
the suit before the State Supreme Court seeking control of the 
State Democratic Party. He is not an old-line Talmadgeite. Like 
former House Speaker Roy Harris—who is doing the organization 
work for Talmadge’s campaign—Bloch supported Ellis Arnall in 
preference to the late Eugene Talmadge in the gubernatorial cam- 
paign in 1942. While Harris spearheaded the Talmadge campaign 
in 1946, Bloch remained on the other side, supporting Jimmy 
Carmichael. Bloch defended Democratic officials against Primus 
King, Columbus Negro seeking the right to vote in the primary— 
and the Talmadge camp hinted that the case was deliberately lost 
in the United States Supreme Court. This Bloch vigorously denied. 


The Macon attorney has taken an active part in Democratic 
Party affairs. He campaigned for Sen. George, and supported Sen, 
Russell. He is Chairman of the Bibb County Democratic Executive 
Committee. Well thought of in the legal profession, Bloch has 
been mentioned as a potential candidate for both the National 
House and Senate. While Bloch wouldn't necessarily have a great 
deal of appeal to the “wool hat boys.” he does have friends among 
many city people who are opposed to ideas advanced by the 
late Eugene Talmadge. 


Less affluent students in the University 
No Loan Demands System of Georgia are financially pretty 
well off these days. Back in the depression days of the early '30s, 
needy boys and girls formed long lines applying for loans to pay 
their tuition. 


When President Roosevelt inaugurated the National Youth Ad- 
ministration and offered part-time jobs to needy students, the boys 
and girls took NYA jobs on the campuses. Thus they were able 
to pay for their education as they attended school, instead of bor- 
rowing money to be repaid after they graduated and went to 
work. The demand for student loans was drastically reduced, 
When the NYA was abolished, needy students again started apply- 
ing for loans in great number. Now, the Board of Regents reports 
there is virtually no demand: for student loans. Not only that, 
but the old loans are being paid up. The reasons: General pros- 
perity, and the fact that the Federal Government is financing the 


education of veterans. 

Instead of being boisterous, hard-to-handle 
Vets Not Rowdy boys because of their war experience, 
veterans are peaceable, studious, family men eagerly seeking to 
train themselves for their life work. That’s the opinion of two 
men who run a school composed entirely of veterans. 


W. A. Cunningham, former University of Georgia coach who 
is Dean of Men at the Savannah Junior College Unit of the Unp 
versity of Georgia, said he had not expelled a single student in 
the 18 months of operation of this school. There are 800 studerts 
down there. Dean Glenn W. Sutton made an eloquent and success- 
ful appeal before the Board of Regents to have the school con- 
tinued an additional year. He told a story of human education, 
ir Which the teachers have close associations with a few students, 
lie said he did not want to throw veterans—who need to be 
treated as individuals after being treated as numbers in the war 
machine—into an overcrowded “assembly-line education plant” else 
where in the University System. 


Sutton really takes care of his students. He provides the 
veterans with living quarters for their families. He sets his school 
schedule to fit the working conditions of the students so they may 
take jobs in Savannah in the afternoon and support their families. 


. South Carolina—which used to be the mecca 
Marrying Feu for Georgia couples—is complaining about 
Georgia having more lenient marriage laws. Since South Carolina 
enacted a law requirin. couples to wait 24 hours befor receiving 
a marriage license, the flow of marrying couples has rs rsed and 
South Carolinians are coming to Georgia for their licen (Georgia 
law requires a five-day notice for couples under age.)

A Man Who Fell Off a Mountain. 


ASHEVILLE, N. C.—Roliver Augustus Baty, of Highlands, N. C., fell off of 
Whiteside Mountain on the 14th day of May, 1911. He broke his right foot and his 
right thumb, and knocked his left kneecap out of place and dislocated his right 
shoulder and a broken twig of rhododendron bush almost tore his left ear off.

The big fall not only made him into a sober, 
church-going man, but it gave Kim a certain fame 
in these parts, and for years people came to see 
the man who fell off the mountain and survived. 
They still come, sometimes, and he is glad to talk 
to them about it, but when they go he always 
dreams about his fall when he goes to slecp that 
might, and it scares him half to death. 

What happened was this. Gus and a consider: 
able party of his friends, boys and girls tocther, 
had gone in hacks up the gentle slope of White- 
fide @s far as they could go, taking a few snorts 
aiong the way, and then they had walked the 
mile and a quarter to the peak, where they had 
planned to have a kind of picnic. 


Most of the refreshments, though, had been 
liquid, and there was a great deal of merry-mak- 
ing and showing off among the young blades. 
They started having a sort of contest to see which 
one could walk closest to the edge of the rock face 
of the cliff. Gus figures he won. At any rate, full 
of moonshine and high spirits, he was walking 
along the very rim, to the terror and admiration 
of the witnesses, when all of a sudden he found 
himself failing.

So there he hung, head down over empty 
‘ space, drunk, broken in bone, and scared to 
death, looking down with frightened eyes 
through the bright sunshine to the treetops 
far below, and the hay-fields and streams and 
farms of the valley. 


He was completely helpless. He tried to find 
@ handhold to push himself back up, but the cliff 
cut in below the edge and there was’ nothing for 
his hands to hold. He would have wiggled around 
some more, he thinks, and shaken himself loose 
and fallen to his death if he had not heard his 
friend, Charley Wright, bellowing at him from 
above.

He pulled 
Gus back up over the ledge, got his own body 
between Gus and the drop so that he wouldn't 
sway and fall, and then helped and dragged him 
back up the smooth rock face where Dillard was 
waiting, holding to some rhododendron bushes. 
They got Gus back up to the first ledge, 25 feet 
beiow the crest, and the people on top lowered 
a line made from the chec* reins off the harness 
and they pulled Gus up. Then Cherley and Dil- 
lard moved off to the side until they found a 
place they eould climb up. 


Charicy Wricht got a cold medal and a 
§°.°°O farm out of the exploit. Diilard got a 
siiver medal and a §2,f00 farm, also the 
gift of the Carnegie fund. Gus got the ex- 
perience, and a distaste for drinking whiskey 
and walking high places that has stayed with 
him to this day, though as a carpenter, he has 
had no fear of climbing -while sober. 


So Gus is in fine shape today, though his right 
thumb is a little stiff still, and the scars still 
show on his ear where the bush tore him. But 
Charley, who performed one of the most amaz- 
ing feats of heroism in the history of the moun- 
tains, had worse luck. Not long ago he was driv- 
ing his car on a twisting mountain road and he 
went off the side, down a 150-foot drop and was 
killed. 

When Charley pulled Gus up, he found that 
in Gus’ pocket was his bottle of whiskey, still 
unbroken. He took it out and laid it down, Gus 
says, right on the ledge where Gus had lain, 
hanging over the abyss. So far as Gus knows; it 
is still there, if the high winds have not blown 
it off.

WASHING TON—I'm afraid the pink-cheeked Maj. Edwin H. Armstrong, inventor of frequency 
modulation radio, hasn’t heard about the musical anarchy in the backwoods country. We're indi- 


vidualists in the Virginia hills. 
who's he? 

Day and night we hear on our FM sets jazz 
bands, symphonic orchestras and the whole me- 
lodic works the way Maj. Armstrong intended. 
Static free. Full tonal range. No clicks. No 
buzzes. No matter how bright the lightning, or 
how cantankerous the motor in the electric re- 
frigerator. The Major should drop out some eve- 
ning and listen to his invention the way he in- 
tended. It’s pretty wonderful. Against the rules, 
maybe, but. it sounds elegant. 

The Major, who is perhaps the leading radio 
inventor alive today, came to town to kick to 
Congress about how Petrillo is stuffing his own 
brand of static into his (the Major’s) static-less 
radio reception. 


He charged that the fat Caesar of the Mu- 
sician’s Union won't allow a single tootle from 
a radio network orchestra to come out of an 
FM receiver. So it is, said the cherubic-look- 
ing Maj. Armstrong, that the 800 FM broad- 
casting stations in America can play nothing 
much but old phonograph records and speeches

What good, he demanded of the House Labor 
Committee, is superb radio reception, if that’s 
all you've got to receive? : 

The lawmakers said as how they’d figure out 
some way to muzzle the musical Caesar. Some 
of them wondéred about the radio chains. Rep. 
John Lesinski, of Michigan, said it looked to him 
as if there was collusion between Caesar and the 
radio industry to freeze out frequency modula- 
tion. °

I made a survey a while back and about 
30 of ‘em said frankly that they broadcast live 
music.’ 


Fact is, Bailey said, there’s another FM sta- 
tion in nearby Maryland which uses the pro- 
grams of the Columbia Broadcasting System. 
He took it up with the proprietor, who winked | 
and biamed it on his engineer. A very care- 
less fellow, he said.

The truth is, we hear the crisis, see the crisis, 
eat it and sleep it until we are no longer con- 
scious of it. So it came as a bit of shock when 
the Observer (Britain’s best Sunday paper) car- 
ried a news item yesterday about the possibility 
of another dollar crisis in April. What do they 
mean, another one? What’s the matter with the 
one we've got? 

What I say is, a dollar crisis is a dollar crisis, 
and our presént one should certainly be good 
until April. *Two within a year would be down- 
right extravagance. 


And speaking of extravagance, a second 
paper last week had an “expose” of dollar 
extravagance by the Labor Government; lav- 
ish expenditures in the United States for Brit- 
ish Information Service, embassies, UN rep- 
resentatives, limousines and chauffeurs. 


But all these items I have mentioned were 
on the serious side. Occasionally, however, there 
is a suggestion offered for solving the whole 
financial situation, offered seriously, yet so ab- 
surd that it raises our spirits enormously. 


This one, for example: Hold a state lottery 
and allow citizens all over the world to invest 
in it. “A well-known city man,” says this article, 
“has prepared what seems a water-tight scheme 
for our Government to stage a £2,000,000,000 
world-wide lottery which could solve all our 
' financial difficulties. His views may be too opti- 
mistic, but if some of the high-power boys at the 
Treasury got down to it, I’m sure they could 
prepare a scheme which would really work.”

The writer then goes on earnestly: “The 
Churches Committee on Gambling declares that 
a State lottery is a costly way of raising money 
because 5P) percent goes in prizes. The rate of 
profit seems fair enough ... but if the anti-gam- 
bling men would be better pleased, it would be 
easy enough for the State to retain even more 
money—and it would still be good speculation 
from my point of view.” 

That wasn’t all the Churches Committee on 
Gambling had to say, not by a long shot; they 
declared that a national lottery would be a social 
evil, and would undermine the spirit of the 
working man. 

We are always hearing about this “social evil.” 
A year ago I wrote a little piece about how the 
lower classes—as well as middle, and sometimes 
upper—like to have a flutter on the dogs or the 
horses, and regularly have a try at the football 
pool. I’ve threatened to have a go at it myself, 
and indeed it is almost rare to find someone who 
doesn’t. I may say, too, that I haven’t noticed 
anyone’s character being thereby undermined. 
I’m not calling any names, you understand, but 
I’ve known people who played bridge at church 
benefits for 25 cents on the corner, and they 
still wouldn’t cheat the grocer. 


But betting is such big business in this 
country that it is now taxed by the Govern- 
ment. Last year the horse racing “tote” 
(pari-mutuel) alone grossed £21,000,000, 
which was 20 percent over 1946. Football 
pools are said to gross a further £50,000,000 
or £60,000,000, and from these things in the 
future the Government will get 10 percent. 
So the big lottery plan may be remote but 
it couldn’t be called altogether impossible. 


Of course, to take seriously q suggestion that 
this is the means of solving Britain’s financial 
crisis is something else again. Why not install 
slot machines on the Queen Mary and Queen 
Elizabeth? Why not sell “futures” in the Labor 
Government?

Stage. 

This enterprising little stock company could have been 
a stepping stone to the big-time legitimate theater for At- 
lanta talent. It could have provided hours of varied enter- 
tainment for Atlanta. And, above all, it would have been a 
sorely needed addition to our cultural uplifting. 

It failed, in the first place, because people here appar- 
ently just didn’t want it. Audiences numbered less than 
100 people on most occasions. 


Contributing to its failure also was an ill-timed 
opening. Martin Cooke, the affable and talented pro- 
ducer, who conceived The Stage and had sincere 
hopes of seeing it become a success, went against 
the advice of many people here who warned him 
that Christmas week was a very. poor week in this 
part of the country. Mr. Cooke based his judgment 
on what is proper in New York. He opened Christ- 
mas week with a minimum of fanfare. 

Lack of capital played a part, too. To undertake such 
a program a promoter should have many, many thousands 
of dollars with which to seg his efforts produce fruit. Mr.

The way he told it, a lifetime sol- 
dier sitting in his New York hotel 
room among his stacks of books and 
his autographed photos and his battle 
souvenirs, it sounded natural. 

What emerged was a peculiarly 
American formula for attaining social 
eminence despite any obstacles of 
birth, but it was a recipe that few 
others will be able to follow. 

Ralph Clifford Tobin was born 
May 5, 1890, in a section of Manhat- 
tan which is now Harlem. His father, 
Thomas, a rea] estate broker, had 
Brooklyn ‘ancestry. His mother, 
Madge Beckinbaugh, was on a visit 
to New York from~-Baltimore when 
shé met and married his father. 

He went through the _ public 
schools and then attended the College 
of the City of New York. He didn’t 
stay there very long. 

“Mathematics got me.” 

He tried a succession of jobs —of- 
fice boy, clerk, salesman, junior ex- 
ecutive. In 1916 he was working for 
Eugene M. Froment, a steel man and 
an officer in the Seventh Regiment 
of the New York Na- 
tional Guard, the his- 
toric silk - stocking 
outfit which has 
been choosy about 
its personnel since 
it was organized in 
1806. 

“Why don’t you 
let me sponsor you 
for membership?” 
Froment asked. 

“T’d like to,” Tobin 
said. “Some of my 
father’s people used 
to belong.” 

Soon. after Tobin’s 
enlistment the Mexi- 
can border’ crisis 
took him to McGal- 
lan, Texas, where he 
served until that De- 
cember. He went in- 
to the regular Army 
with his regiment in 
July, 1917, and was 
sent abroad as a ser- 
geant the following 
May. na 

Officers’ candidate schoo], a com- 
mission as a second lieutenant, action 
in the Ypres-Lys, Somme and Meuse. 
Argonne engagements, a spot of gas 
in Belgium, a silver star for bravery 
in action and he was back in the 
United States in April, 1919, to be 
honorably discharged the next month. 

He went right back into the Sev- 
enth, which was being reorganized. 
First lieutenant, major, lieutenant 
colonel. It took ten years of constant 
study, but now he was only one step 
away from the most coveted job in 
the National Guard. 

Command of the Seventh Regi- 
ment has always meant entree to the 
innermost recesses of society. Its 
members are sons of the first fami- 
lies and obviously can’t be permitted 
to look down their noses at their 
officers. Its big armory on Park Ave. 
doubles as an exclusive club with a 
permanent mess where officers - and 
men lunch and dine. 

A year after Tobin became lieu- 
tenant colonel in the spring of 1929, 
the colonelcy was vacated. He was 
appointed and, almost overnight, be- 
came a social entity. His name ap-

peared in the next issue of the Social 
Register. He was elected to the Union 
Club, the Tuxedo Club, the Pilgrim 
Society. He was invited to the finest 
homes, the most exclusive parties. 

There was, of course, the matter 
of income. His salary as a National 
Guard officer was less than.$1,000 a 
year, and his dress uniforms cost 
more than that. During the years he 
hadn’t been much of a business suc- 
cess and now he would have to de- 
vote almost full time to the regiment, 
but the Seventh’s loyal friends hur- 
ried to his aid. 

He was made head of the Com- 
mercial Crime Commission,. which 
drafted a series of bills to be pre- 
sented to a crime conference. He .be- 
came president of the Retail Wine 
and Liquor Guild. He was director of 
the Citizens Budget Commission. 

He didn’t marry. “With five nights 
a week at the armory; I didn’t have 


time to meet a girl, let alone court 
her.” The regiment was his life. He 
made it the West Point of the Na- 
tional Guard. Of 1542 members, 1450 
became commissioned officers in the 
past war. 

When the war arrived, the Old 
Seventh had become an anti-aircraft 
unit. Colonel Tobin became brigadier 
general in command of the 44th Coast 
Artillery Brigade, with headquarters 
at Newport, R. I. He took over Eagle 
Rock, an estate overlooking Narra- 
gansett Bay, and, of course, was in- 
vited to have tea with Mrs. Hamilton 
Fish Webster, cousin of Emily Post 
and widow of a descendant of Grant’s 
Secretary of State. / 

Mrs. Webster was 23 years older 
than the general but they found much 
in common—their reading, their love 
of old jade and porcelain and pottery, 
their interest in the gardens and 
trees of Pen Craig, the beautiful 
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estate which, together with $1,260,000 
that her husband left in trust whén 
he died in 1939, was to go on her 
death to relatives and charities. 

When the general went overseas 
in August, 1942, he wrote Mrs. Web- 
ster frequently. He told her about 
his command of the Alpine Task 
Force, which guarded the Franco- 
Italian border. 

He told her about his relief of 
Monte Carlo and the party he gave 
for Prince Louis II. He told her about 
his occupation of Berchtesgaden, 
where, with the aid of Hitler’s per- 
sonal cook (who arrived with 23 
pieces of baggage), hq entertained 
General Marshall, General Arnold, 
Admiral King, Secretary Forrestal. 

When he returned in October, 1945, 
covered with ribbons and battle stars 
and the Legion of Merit and the Croix 
de Guerre with Palm, he found Mrs. 
Webster stricken with arthritis and 
unable to leave a wheelchair. He vis- 
ited her often, and after he was re- 
tired late in 1946 he kept a room in 
New York but spent half his time at 
Pen Craig. 

“She couldn’t get around any more 
and she needed me to look after the 
place,” he said. “She kept introduc. 
ing me as her son and after a while 
I began to feel as though I were. The 
other day she asked me if I would 
mind going through adoption pro- 
ceedings. I agreed.”

“\X/ HO steals my purse steals 
trash,” Shakespeare said, 
“but he that filches from 
me my good name robs me of that 
which not enriches him, and makes 
me poor indeed.” 

Frederick Havemeyer Willcox said 
just about the same thing the other 


day, added a few whereases and 
wherefores and filed the statement in 
Supreme Court, New York County, as 
an answer to his wife’s request for 
$500 monthly alimony and $2,000 
counsel fees in a separation suit. 

He made it stick, too, because the 
judge, apparently heeding the Biblical] 
proverb that a good name is rather 
to be chosen than great riches, told 
the plaintiff, in effect, that she would 
have to be satisfied for the present 
with the honor of being Mrs. Patricia 
McKay Willcox. 

Freddy is very proud of his folks. 
In his affidavit he made no attempt 
whatsoever to conceal the fact that his 
maternal. grandfather, W. Frederick 
Havemeyer, was a three-term New 
York City reform mayor who brake 
up the famous Tweed ring, or that his 
father, William Russell Willcox, was 
a New York postmaster and the Re- 
publican National Committee chair- 
man who managed the Hughes presi- 
dential campaign. 

The gist of Freddy’s defense is in 
one paragraph: 
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If Patricia Willcox Married for Prestige, the Social Register 
Ignored Her for Legal Tilting. 


* “The reason my wife married was 
not love but was to secure social 
standing. Our families have always 
been in the Social Register and, to 
further her social ambitions, she 
sought a convenient alliance so that 
she, too, might become aé Social 
Registerite. Having accomplished her 
purpose in marrying me, and having 
acquired the name of Willcox, within 
a month after our marriage she de- 
sired a divorce.” 

Paradoxically, Patricia didn’t get 
into the Social Register by marrying 
Freddy but, on the contrary, she 
seems to have gotten him out of it— 
to have “filched from him his good 
name.” Until the 1947 edition of the 
blue book, he was listed with his 
sister,. Josephine, as_ residing at 
Babylon, L. I. He says he still lives 
there, but the 1947 Social Register 
mentions only the sister. 

it must have been the quick col- 
lapse of the marriage that eliminated 
the young Willcoxes from the Society 
Who’s-Who because Patricia comes 
from a very good family herself. Her 
father, with whom she says she is 
living in Washington, D. C., is Col. 
Douglas I. McKay, once deputy police 
commissioner of ‘New York City and 


later state commander of the Ameri- 
can Legion. 

Her mother, Henrietta Vandergrift 
McKay, died in Bronxville, N. Y., in 
1940, leaving, according to Freddy, 
“an estate of well over $100,000” to 
Patricia and her sister, Mary. 

“My wife has securities and she 
has had over $50,000 in an account in 
a Pittsburgh bank,” Freddy complains 
rather bitterly. “She has jewelry, a 
mink coat, pearls and things of a like 
nature. 

“I have but $10 in the bank, a 
$25 face-value war bond and no job 
since July, 1947. That is all.” 

Patricia agrees that the marriage 
was very short-lived. She was de- 
serted, she says, on May 6, 1946, 
exactly a month and a day after the 
fashionable wedding in New York’s 
second Presbyterian Church, and 
since then her husband “has refused 
to live with me, except for two or 
three occasions when he visited me 
under the pretense of attempting a 
reconciliation but departed again in a 
very few hours or less.” 

What really riled Freddy was a 
charge that “immediately after our 
marriage he commenced a course of 
cruel and abusive treatment and on

physical violence. 

Mrs. Willcox said he apologized 
and that, because he had been a major 
in the Army, she thought he might 
have been suffering from some form 
of war psychosis, but Freddy _ in 
dignantly replied that cruelty and 
physical violence are alien to his 
nature. 

“No descendant of the 
families of Willcox or lHlavemeyer 
would sully their names,” he wrote 
‘or maybe it was his attorney — ‘be 
cause the names are valuable in the 
sense that we were among the first 
Colonial settlers in this town of ours 
and no scandal has ever been attached 
to US. 

“In fact, the upbringing of all the 
descendants of the Havemeyer and 
Willcox families has imbued them 
with the spirit of honor and integrity 
and that our dealings with our fellow 
men should be open and above-board, 
and certainly with my background, I 
could not and would not even think 
of striking a woman.” 

Perhaps that prideful phrase put 
Patricia in her place, because, con- 
trary to custom, she didn’t file any 
rebuttal to his answer. 

She relied on her original com. 
plaint that Freddy “failed, neglected 
and deliberately refused” to support 
her and that she has “been able to 
exist only by part-time work.” 

She bolstered her plea for alimony 
with these words: 

“My husband told me that he is 
the owner of a fairly large farm at 
Smyrna, N. Y., called ‘Aquidneck 
House’ and that he and his sister own 
three or four cooperative apartments 
in Jackson Heights, L. I., from which 
he receives substantial income. He 
also informed me that as a direct 
descendant of the old Havemeyer and 
Willcox families, he has inherited 
and receives a substantial income 
from certain trust funds.”’ 

Freddy said the farm and the 
apartments belong to his sister and 
that if there were any inheritances to 
which he was entitled, he didn’t know 
about it. 

“Except for the $10,” he said, “I 
have no bank accounts. I have never 
had a savings account and I have no 
vault or securities. I own no real 
estate, mortgages, jewelry or auto- 
mobiles.” 

Mr. Willcox may be short of 
worldly goods—but he’s plenty long 
on famity pride and distinguished 
names.

O EVERY person of imagination 
T there’s always a stroke of for- 

tune waiting somewhere ahead, 
but if and when it comes to you, you 
may be no more ready to pounce on 
it than was the mother of little Louisa 
Jacobs, whose “funny fire - spitting 
pebble” launched the multibillion- 
dollar Kimberley diamond rush but 
brought her family only regret. 

_ Louisa, who was 12 when it hap- 
pened, died the other day in Johan- 
nesburg, South Africa, still remem- 
bering that odd-looking stone she 
rolled across the kitchen floor 80 
years ago and wondering what might 
have happened if her mother hadn't 
been too busy to pay any attention. 

Louisa and her parents and her 
four brothers and sisters lived in 
Hope Town, a cluster of hovels on 
the banks of the Orange River. It 
was a struggling community of Boer 
farmers, and the one store in town 
stocked no toys because the custom- 
ers could afford only those necessi- 
ties they couldn’t produce themselves. 


One Moment to Satisfy 
a Child's Curiosity Might 
Have Brought an Enormous 
Fortune to a Poor Family 


That didn’t prevent Jan Jacobs’ 
children from making or finding their 
own playthings. One of their games, 
Five Stones, was played with pebbles. 
Louisa, searching along the river 
bank, found one that seemed particu- 
larly suitable. It flashed in a way 
that fascinated her, and she hurried 
to the house to show it to her mother. 

“Look at this funny pebble; it spits 
fire at you when it rolls,” Louisa 
said. Frau Jacobs turned to look. 

“I don’t see anything strange 
about it,” she said. 

“See how it flashes,” Louisa said. 

krau Jacobs wouldn't be bothered. 
“Have I got time to look at pebbles,”’ 
she demanded. “Can’t you see I’m 
busy? Go away and play.” 

In essence the same scene has 
occurred a million times before and 
since--“Go away I’m busy.” How 
often would a minute or two have 
meant a vast difference? Louisa al- 
ways felt that if her mother had 
paused and examined the stone, the 
Jacobs family might have cashed in 
on the diamond lode long before the 
prospectors arrived. 

Nobody was interested in Louisa’s 
“blinke klip” (flashing stone) until 
one day she “made bold” to show it 
to Van Niekirk, a neighbor, who said: 

“It looks like a piece of quartz.” 

Just then a providential opening 
in the clouds let a ray of sun enter. 

“Look now,” said Louisa. 

“Say, that might be something,” 
cried Van Niekirk. “May I buy it?” 

But Louisa’s parents had not seen 
what their caller had seen and re. 
fused to accept money for a shiny 
stone. If Van Niekirk cared to bother 
to have the thing examined, he could 
take it—-and that was the last the 
child saw of her spitfire stone. 


“Look at This Funny 
Pebble; It Spits Fire 
at You," Louisa Ex- 
claimed.

UNTOLD RICHES 


Four weeks later the neighbor 
showed it to Casey O’Reilly, a travel- 
ing salesman who promised to have 


it appraised at Capetown and re- 


port back on his next trip. O’Reilly 
returned the flasher, 15 months later, 
with the news that it was a valuable 
diamond. Van Niekirk thanked him, 
gave him nothing and sold it to the 
Cape Government for 500 pounds, 
then worth $2,500. He turned none 
of this money over to the honest 
Jacobs family who admitted that they 
had given him the “blinke klip.” 
The stone was shown at the Paris 
Exhibition of 1867, causing a rush 
of geologists ‘and prospectors to 
South Africa, and leading to the dis- 
covery of the “mother lode,” the fabu- 
lous Kimberley diamond mines. 
Louisa grew up to marry a dia- 
mond prospector, lived modestly and 
died modestly, a grandmother, at the 
age of 92. In all that time she wore 
just one very small but very precious 
diamond in her engagement ring. 
However, the “Mother of the 
Mother Lode” collected books and 
clippings on important diamonds, 
from the Hope— which came, from 
India in 1668, had nothing to do with 
Hope Town, and was the unluckiest 
of the lot —- down fo the “Horseshoe,” 
found in the United States and the 
“Libertador,” picked up in Venezuela. 
Grandma Louisa was most inter- 
ested in the “Horseshoe,” because it 
was found by a youngster, appraised 


at the same value as her find, and 
may lead to the discovery of an 
American mother lode. 

Some 15 years ago, young William 
(Punch) Jones and his father were 
pitching horseshoes. behind their 
home at Peterstown, West Virginia. 
No matter how good Punch thought 
himself when he proudly shouted, 
“a ringer,” it was an underestimate. 
He had made the greatest pitch of 
all time in the game of “barnyard 
golf.” The shoe had unearthed a 
shiny, greenish stone which both he 
and his father thought to be a dia- 
mond, yet for 12 years they hesi- 
tated to find out. 

In 1944, the stone was tested by 
R. J. Holden, Professor of Geology at 
Virginia Polytechnic Institute, who 
found it to be a slightly off-color dia- 
mond with one minute flaw and a 
museum value of about $2,500. 

Where did it come from? . Prob- 
ably in the last ice age, it was scraped 
up from the Arctic and dropped in 
West Virginia. 

James Hudson, Rafael Jaime and 


his brother Israel, after picking up 
millions of worthless ones, came out 
of the Venezuela hills, flashing a 
stone which they named the “Lib 
ertador” because it would emancipate 
them from work. It proved to be 
a 155-carat diamond that brought 
$200,000 in New York, $66,666.66 for 
each. But the stone had passed 
through the hands of many agents, 
each “scalping” a commission until 
each received only $20,666.06. 

This was no mean piece of change, 
yet such was the disappointment of 
the “Libertador’s” discoverers that 
they appealed to Lady Luck, over the 
gambling tables of Maracaibo. They 
lost their money and went back to 
pebble - picking, hoping that luck 
would smile once more.

HE story of Barbara Hutton and her millions 
7 swung into high gear May 21, 1924, with the 

death of her grandmother, Jennie Creighton 
Woolworth, who had outlived Frank Winfield 
Woolworth by five years. 

Although her mind was a blank, Barbara’s 
grandmother was sole beneficiary of the estate 
and during those five years,-the vast fortune was 
practically frozen. With her death, the thaw set 
in, and some $75,000,000 began cascading in three 
directions. 

The surviving daughters, Mrs. Helena Wool- 
worth McCann and Mrs. Jessie May Woolworth 
Donahue, received an estimated $25,000,000 each, 
and a like amount went to 1l-year-old Barbara, 
in care ‘of her father, Franklyn Hutton. When 
She reached the age of 21, her share amounted 
to $42,000,000. 

Helena, who had married Attorney Charles E. 
F, McCann, made one flourish and then subsided 
to raise flowers and a family. She bought a mil- 
lion dollar ocean-going yacht, and enlarged the 
Oyster Bay estate to showplace dimensions. 


Jessie, the third Woolworth daughter, was tall, 


blond and vivacious--and dearly loved roller 
skating. It was while she was rolling around a 
New York rink one evening that she met James 
Paul «Donahue. 

He came from a large family on New York’s 
unfashionable West Side, but that made no differ- 
ence to Jessie. 

He was the best skater Jessie had ever seen 
and he had a ready Irish smile. The third time 
around the rink they were in love and Jessie 
informed her father she was going to marry him. 
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It did no good to point out that his father made 
a living rendering fats and hides. 

“Somebody has to do it,” Jessie said, and mar- 
ried James Paul in 1912. The forgiving F. W. 
Woolworth gave them a Fifth avenue townhouse 
where they raised two sons, Woolworth and 
Jimmy, Jr.—-and waited their share of the estate. 

When the $25,000,000 came, they spent a mil- 
lion of it on a 16-acre waterfront estate at South- 
ampton, which they appropriately christened 
Wooldon Manor. Two million more went for a 
palace and acreage on Palm Beach’s Gold Coast. 
This they called “Cielito Lindo,” or “A Little Bit 
of Heaven.” 

Automobiles and highways being somewhat 
unreliable in those days, they traveled by rail in 
their private car, the Japauldon, combining 
syllables of his name. It had gold ashtrays, up- 
holstery of silk damask, mattresses stuffed with 
lamb’s wool and Bokhara rugs. Designers called 
it the most beautiful private car in the world. 


ONAHUE soon tired of these playthings and 

turned to his true love-—-gambling. ‘The son- 
in-law of the merchant prince, who insisted his 
store managers must not speculate, played every 
game from backgammon to the stock market. 
He was equally well known in the gambling re- 
sorts of Palm Beach, New York, San Sebastian, 
Monte Carlo and Biarritz. 

Croupiers clapped hands when they saw him. 

While he was gambling, stately Jessie Dona- 
hue indulged in her favorite pastime, the collec- 
tion of jewels. She had $683,000 worth in her 
suite in the Hotel Plaza one afternoon in Septem- 
ber, 1925, and emerged from her bath to discover 
every item had been taken, including a $450,000 
necklace. 

Everything was mysteriously returned 13 days 
later and Jessie lifted the ban on her husband’s 
gambling. tut she clamped it on again a few 
years later after he reportedly dropped $7,500,000 
of the Woolworth fortune. 

“From now on, darling,” Jessie told James 
Paul, “you are on a budget. You must not lose 
more than $25,000 a night.” 
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Donahue brooded. On the night of April 19, 
1931, he excused himself from a card game in the 
New York mansion, retired to his bathroom, and 
swallowed 45 grains of bichloride of mercury, 
seeking the most painful and lingering of deaths. 

He staggered out of the bathroom and gasped 
to son Woolworth, then 18: “Well, I’ve done it.” 

Two days later he groaned: 

“I was a chump. I don’t know why I did it.” 

After four days of agony he died in the same 
Madison avenue sanitarium where his wife was 
being treated for neurasthenia. He was 44. 

Before the final seizures he executed a will 
bequeathing everything he owned to his wife and 
two sons. It was a whole-hearted gesture, but an 
accounting of the estate showed the extent of 
his gambling. 


ONAHUE left an estate of $3,708,783 gross, but 

only $1,784,497 net. The estate was reduced by 
debts of $1,771,040, largely in marginal accounts 
due brokers, including $1,445,762 to E. F. Hutton 
& Co., in which his brother-in-law, Franklyn Hut- 
ton, was a partner. With or without his estate, 
his sons had enough of the Woolworth fortune to 
hit the high spots of New York, Hollywood and 
Europe and earn for themselves the titles of Play- 
boys.titles they fought hard to defend annually. 

Thus, two of the three equal shares of F. W. 
Woolworth’s estate were subdivided. Helena 
McCann, her husband, and their three children 
shared one chunk of $25,000,000. Jessie Donahue, 
her gambler husband and her two sons divided 
an equal amount. 

Only one share remained intact--the one left 
to 11-year-old Barbara Hutton, in care of her 
father. He took her to California, where she 


fretted in a private school, and became known 
as America’s Poor Little Rich Girl. 

She had her tantrums regularly with her oat- 
meal, but the real explosion came when _ she 
learned that her lonely father had married again, 
his second wife being a Detroit divorcee, Irene 
Curley Bodde. 

Barbara used some of the $60,000 annual allow- 
ance given her to hurry to New York and upbraid 
her parent. She couldn't continue to live under 
the same roof with him and his second wife. 

Hutton went to court again, in behalf of his 
15-year-old daughter. ? 

His daughter, he told the Surrogate, needed 
a little place of her own. She was a young lady 
now. The court gave her $463,000 with which to 
purchase, remodel and furnish a duplex coopera- 
‘tive apartment in the building on Fifth avenue in 
which the family lived. 


RaRGARA was happy, for a while. She had her 
own latchkey, her own Chauffeur-bodyguard, a 
secretary-companion and a French governess. She 
went dancing with cousins Jimmy and Wooly 
Donahue, Tony Biddle, Phil Plant and others. 

Her father watched the petulant face grow 
pale and drawn under the strain of late hours 
and decided she needed diversion. Again, he went 
to court and won $120,000 with which to buy a 
private railroad car. It wouldn’t cost more than 
$36,000 a year to operate it, he explained, and her 
fortune was increasing at the rate of more than 
a million dollars a year under his management, 

Barbara accepted the car languidly, christened 
it the Curly Hut, gave it a trial ride or two, and 
gave it to her father. She preferred steamship 
travel. After all, you’d never meet a prince ora 
count in a private railroad car clanking across 
Iowa or Wyoming. 

She celebrated her 18th birthday in November, 
1930, when the depression was at its worst. Be- 
cause of the economic situation, seores of debu- 
tantes skipped their coming out parties, or held 
small and inexpensive receptions. 

Barbara Hutton was not one of these. 

While bread lines were forming across the

country, Stag lines formed in the ballroom of 
New York’s Ritz Carlton hotel. 

A thousand guests danced under a floating 
moon designed by Joseph Urban. Three “name” 
orchestras played. Cases of champagne and 
caviar were consumed, 

Barbara Hutton had her coming out party. It 
cost only $100,000. It was her money, wasn't it? 

Three years later, she attained her one great 
desire—she was given outright control of her 
fortune, then grown to $42,000,000. 


7 HE young heiress said good-by to America 

and started on a trip around the world. Those 
who have criticized her and accused her of having 
done nothing constructive with her life or with 
her millions should realize that it wasn’t entirely 
a pleasure tour. 

She became serious about the business of col- 
lecting—-jades and brocades. She was equally 
serious in her study of the Chinese language and 
Chinese verse. She tried her hand at the latter 
with the following result: 

Then when, my soul, you have garnered 

This harvest of ecstasy, 

Go gathering dreams that are tarnished, 

To fashion a crown for me.

On the honeymoon, she later said, he told her 
she ought to reduce, and Barbara went on a coffee 
diet, reducing from 146 to 102 pounds and en- 
dangering her health. 


HAT, and her two subsequent weddings as 

have been reported, ended in divorce. At this 
writing, marriage No. 4 was still intact. And the 
Princess Troubetzkoy, as reported from Paris, 
was doing something constructive with her money 
again. 

It was announced that she was a partner of 
playboy Freddie MacEvoy, who in turn had f1- 
nanced her latest husband, in a Paris agency 
through which wealthy Europeans “could buy 
anything, from a yo-yo to a locomotive.” 

And she did something else on her honeymoon. 
Maybe it was homesickness; nostalgia, the awak- 
ened conscience of this woman without a country, 
but she offered her million dollar London mansion 
to the United States as an embassy. 

Ambassador Lewis Douglas said no, thanks. 
he wouldn't live in it if he could help it. 

“I'm just a simple American,” he said “It’s 
too big.”

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oF THE MARRIAGE EXPERT

HE name on the mailbox reads “H. 
#dward Morrison, M.D., Family 
Probfems Bureau.” ‘The doctor’s 

office in the ancient frame house im 
San Francisco, Calif., is lined with 
books he finds helpful in explaining 
to patients how to make their mar- 
riage lasting and successful. The 
room is filled with pictures of his six 
children, now grown, 

On the desk stands the photograph 
of a baby whose parents he once had 
reconciled. 

The only inconsistency is in the 
spare, balding counsellor himseif, who 
was recently divorced from his third 
wife. 

That he apparently fails to prac- 
tice what he preaches doesn't dis- 
concert 55-year-old Dr. Morrison. The 
day his latest divorce was originally 
scheduled for trial he wasn't able to 
go to court because of a previous 
appointment to address a neighboring 
men’s club on “How to Be Happy 
Though Married.” 

When asked if, in view of his per- 
sonal difficulties, he intended to keep 
the engagement, he replied: 

“Why not? I've been studying the 
subject for 20 years. I certainly know 
what I’m talking about.” That was 
in 1946. 

Not until more than a year later 
did the case finally reappear on the 
court calendar. 

By this time his wife, Mary A. 
Morrison, had filed a countersuit, and 
last September it was she who was 
awarded the decree of divorce. 

Although that makes three strikes 
against him, Dr. Morrison isn’t dis- 
couraged. As soon as his current 
divorce becomes final, he plans to 
marry. again. 

“How can a man run a business 
like mine without a wife?” he asks, 
undaunted by the fact that, thrice 
wed, he has yet to achieve the marital! 
Utopia he charts for others. 

Mrs. Helen Morrison, mother of all 
his children, divorced him in 1938 on 
grounds of “extreme cruelty.” Within 
a few years he'd won another bride 
in Carson City, Nevada. 

But he didn’t win her for keeps, 
either, as things turned out. 

“Dr. Morrison,” claimed wife No. 2 
in her subsequent suit for annu!ment, 
“refused to assume the obligations of 
a husband and neglected to provide 
the common necessities of life.” The 
union was dissolved. 

With two broken marriages behind 
him, Dr. Morrison now felt qualified 
to open a family problems bureau 
and marriage clinic. 

“TI put an ad in the paper,” he 
recalls, “asking for. a middle-aged, 
intelligent woman to help me in my 
new work. Mary, the woman who 
answered, was more glamorous and 
younger than I expected, so I married 
her.” 

In the suit filed soon after their 
third annivérsary, he alleged that 
“during the greater part’ of their 
married life Mary “maintained an un- 
justifiable system of espionage” upon 
him. 

This included censoring his tele- 
phone calls and “physically precipitat- 
ing herself into his office while he 
was consulting with patients.” 

He did his best to cope with the 
situation, he said, but when she moved 
upstairs, leaving him on the ground 
floor alone, Dr. Morrison began. to 
lose hope. However, he explained, it 
wasn’t until she took advantage of 
the extension phone in her quarters 
to give his patients unsolicited advice 
while they were talking to him that 
he headed for the divorce court. 

After the suit was filed, it’s pos- 
sible he re-read the mimeographed 
outline of one of his own speeches in 
which he'd written: 

“If your marriage seems hopeless 
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to you, is divorce the only solution to 
vour difficulties? NO! A trained and 
experienced counsellor can often help 
you achieve a degree of success and 
happiness in the existing marriage 
which it never, had even at the start 
and which would be very unlikely in 
possible subsequent marriages.”

He awarded the 
decree to Mary, a few pieces of furni- 
ture, $1 a month alimony—and the 
right to share the old-fashioned break- 
front house that serves the doctor as 
both home and office. 

But as far as Mary is concerned, 
the housing shortage can’t ease up 
too soon.

The Man Who Gave Advice on Family Problems Was Annoyed When His 


Third Wife Tried te Give the Orders. 
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When Your Child Displays Unusual. Temper Tan- 

trums, They May Be One of Many Polio Symptoms, 

but Prompt Medical Care Can Prevent Crippling 
and Save Lives. 


OLIO, the arch enemy and crip- 
p pler of children, attacks treacher- 

ously. Its early symptoms often 
are so confusing and varied that any 
sort of illness, no matter how slight, 
should be carefully watched and 
checked by a doctor. 

The disease can begin with a fever, 
cold, indigestion, nausea, headache, 
pain in the back and shoulders, or 
with unusual fits of temper. 

While polio lurks around through- 
out the year, it is most prevalent dur- 
ing the late summer and early fall 
months in the northern and temper- 
ate parts of the country, and in the 
more southern parts its activity con- 
tinues even in winter. 

Although no specific cure for in- 
fantile paralysis has yet been found, 
medical science has made some new 
and important gains in its war 
against this disease. There is greater 
hope today than ever before that the 
prevention of poliomyelitis would be- 
come possible through vaecination. 

One strain of the virus that causes 
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the disease has, at last, been isolated in 
pure form. New vaccines, which even- 
tually may be available for humans, 
have immunized animals against cer- 
tain types of polio. And doctors have 
some new and definite knowledge 
about the ways in which people get— 
and spread—this crippling illness. 

At Stanford University, California, 
Dr. Hubert S. Loring and his asso- 
ciates have prepared a “pure” form 
of the virus by whirling the material 
known to contain the cause of the 
disease in a machine called an ultra- 
centrifuge. The virus was then ex- 
posed to ultra-violet rays, thus weak- 
ening it and forming a vaccine. When 
injected into laboratory rats, the new 
vaccine proved successful in protect- 
ing them against the disease. 

In a similar experiment conducted 
at the Johns Hopkins University in 
Baltimore, Md., Drs. Isabel Morgan, 
Howard A. Howe and David Bodian 
vaccinated and immunized monkeys 
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against polio. Using the active and 
potent infantile paralysis virus in 
very small doses, the Hopkins scien- 
tists injected the solution into the 
muscles of the animals. Later the 
monkeys withstood heavier doses. 

Three bacteriologists of the Uni- 
versity of Southern California—Drs. 
John F. Kessel, Harold E. Pearson 
and Charles F. Pait-—-have "developed 
an “immunizing agent,” a type of 
vaccine which has been effective in 
giving protection against four differ- 
ent forms of the disease. These doc- 
tors believe that there may be sev- 
eral different strains of polio virus, 
and report that their agent has been 
effective in four of the six known 
types of polio in test animals. Small 
buff monkeys, whose reactions most 
closely resemble those of humans, 
were used in the experiment. 


The hope from these experiments 
stems from the fact that the scien- 
tists are now at about the same stage 
in their fight against polio as they 
were five years ago in their search 
for a vaccine against influenza. 

Until a polio vaccine is discovered, 
or a cure is found, it is wise to fol- 
low a few practical rules of preven- 
tion based on scientific investigation. 

Polio appears to spread from one 
person to another. While the mode 
of transmission is not fully under- 
stood, it is known that the virus can 
enter the body through the skin, the 
mouth and the nose. 

Flies, and perhaps other insects, 
can carry the disease. 

Food should be covered and pro- 
tected, and should be washed before 
eating. In an experiment conducted 
by Yale University investigators, a 
dish of sliced bananas was placed in 
the room of a child suffering from 
polio... Flies buzzed around the fruit 
for two days. When this food was 
fed to chimpanzees, the animals be 
came infected with the polio virus. 

After violent exercise, youngsters 
and adults should not plunge into cold 
water. Experiments show that stren- 
uous activity followed by a sudden 
chill appears to lower body resistance 
to the polio infection. 

Removal of tonsils and adenoids {is 
not advised during the polio epidemic. 

Dr. Hillary Koprowski, of New 
York City, claims to have discovered 
a method of detecting the polio virus 
in the bloodstream. 

If the New York doctor is able to 
repeat his findings in a large number 
of cases, it may mean that-a specific 
blood test will soon be available. 

The importance of quick diag- 
nosis and early medical care is well 
illustrated in the case of a one-family 
epidemic that recently struck down 
all nine children in the family of 
Frank Andres, a Randall, Minn., dairy 
farmer. 

The chances were a million to one 
that infantile paralysis would ever hit 
nine children in one family — espe- 
cially nine husky farm kids. But the 
“crippler” did strike, and swiftly. Its 
first target was Donald, 18; then 
Cecelia, 14, and right down to Charlie, 
one year old, _ 

But, thanks to a quick diagnosis 
and treatment by Dr. Edwin G. 
Knight, the story has a happy ending. 

Three of the children were rushed 
to St. Gabriel’s Hospital, about 15 
miles away. The others were sent to 
University Hospital in Minneapolis. 
In both places, through continuous 
teamwork by doctors and nurses, all 
of the children responded favorably. 
None has suffered any disability. 

Through modern methods of treat- 
ment and better diagnosis, the crip- 
pling and death caused by polio has 
been steadily reduced. ‘The records 
show that about 75 per cent of the 
victims today may recover without 
any serious, permanent disability. 
About 20 per cent will be maimed, 
but with the application of modern 
orthopedic surgery and rehabilitation 
they also have vastly improved op- 
portunity for recovery. 

Science will‘ not rest until—with 
the support of your contributions— 
it finds the protective vaccines and 
some remedy that will wipe out polio, 
the disease that cripples and kills 
thousands of people every year.

N 1877, Rutherford Birchard Hayes 
took office as President of the 
United States, Russia declared war 
on Turkey and Congress adjourned to 
see a horse race.

Never before had the nation been so 
excited about two horses. , 

Ten Broeck was F. B. Harper’s un- 
beaten champion from Kentucky and 
now finally he had come to Maryland 
to run it out with Tom Ochiltree, the 
best in the East. Big Tom was owned 
by George L. Lorillard, and his record 
was only a little less impressive than 
his rival’s, 

Actually there were three horses 
in the race, but one of them wasn't 
supposed to belong there at all. This 
third starter was Parole, a Pennsy]- 
vania-bred gelding with a respectable, 
but unspectacular, past. 

The gelding was entered merely to 
fill out the race, and no one, except 
possibly his owner, Pierre Lorillard, 
and a few dreamy optimists expected 
him to figure in the running. 

At last the great day came. The 
congressmen chartered a special train 
for the 40-mile journey from Wash. 


ington to Baltimore. By race time, 
20,000 had crowded into the track, and 
the grounds outside were a vast sea 
of waiting carriages. 

In the massed thousands that 
filled the clubhouse and grandstand 
and all the open space extending back 
from the rail were scores of senators, 
representatives, judges, diplomats, 
governors, mayors, politicians of high 
and low degree and 1,000 Kentuckians 
who had come to lay their dollars on 
their favorite. 

A burst of rain in the morning 
muddied the track, and the stewards 
wanted to postpone the race. But Mr. 
Harper objected and, after a confer- 
ence of owners and officials, it was 
declared on. 

The race, a punishing two-and.a- 
half-mile test of speed and endurance, 
was the third on the card. The sun 
was high and a haze lay on the hills 
when the bugle ealled the horses out 
on the track.

A roar went up when Ten Broeck 
passed the grandstand and an’ even 
mightier one when the powerful Tom 
Ochiltree cantered by.

$19,675, were sold. Of this total, 2,475 
were on Ten Broeck and 851 on Tom 
Ochiltree.

positions of the others unchanged.

At 
this point, Barbee, riding Ochiltree, 
shook up his mount and the big 
Easterner closed in on the leader. 

Opposite the grandstand, Ochiltree 
ran even with Ten Broeck and the 
pair moved on for a while as one 
horse. When the half mile pole was 
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passed, Ochiltree had moved into a 
two-length lead and Barrett, Parole’s 
jockey, gave the gelding his head. 

Parole was gaining slowly, but in 
the excitement few noticed it. 

By now, Walker began to realize 
his champion would have to go all 
out to win this one and preserve his 
victory skein. The next quarter was 
run at a killing pace and yet when 
the grandstand was passed for the 
second time Tom Ochiltree was still 
leading by a half length.

Now he was blazing past Ochil- 
tree and runriimg at the leader. 

Ten Broeck was first into the 
stretch and Walker heard the furious

The scarlet colors of Pierre Loril- 
lard were in front now. Further and 
further ahead moved the flying 
Parole, a length, then a second and 
finally a third as he thundered across 
the finish all by himself.

His colors were torn and his cap 
ripped to pieces by souvenir hunters. 

-arole’s price, $30.60 (for a $5 
ticket), was put up and the time of 
the race (4:37%) afinounced.

the edge of a dark cellar and hears her father 
call, “Jump! I'll catch you!” and she jumps, 

Such faith implies experience without which 
the child would not overcome fear and danger by 
an act of complete confidence 

That is the kind of faith I have—faith in the 
dependability of the laws of the universe, 
whether it is In the movements of the stars and 
planets in the heavens or in the combinations 
that will result when acid and alkali are brought 
together in a test tube. 
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I have faith that there are universal laws 
that apply and that they can be discovered by 
research, and that anyone doing what I do in 
response to these laws will get exactly the same 
results. : 

Certainly, to have such surroundings a _ part 
of human experience is a privilege beyond com- 
pare. It breeds confidence 4a, know that I can have 
faith that there are no deviations from the rules 
of nature or of the universe for any particular 
individual and that there is no substitution of 
any kind by which some other human being can 
perform an “act of faith” that is against those 
universal laws. 

AS man became more educated he began to 
think in abstract terms. The words we learn to 
use are in themselves abstractions. Great words 
are few, but among these are those which carry 
us at once into the field we call religion. 

They are such words as faith, honor, hon- 
esty,- justice, dependability, universe, universal 
laws, sacred, fair, forgiveness, soul, father, 
mother, loyalty. 

They represent a code of conduct that gives 
us the greatest satisfactions in life and brings 
the most happiness to all humanity. Basically, 
religion is a code of conduct. But without faith, 
we would have no religion, no code of conduct. 

Organized religion must have in it the ele- 
ment of faith combined with that spiritual qual- 
ity which makes the human being different from 
all other living things. 

Spirit is the great distinguishing character- 
istic between human life and all other forms 
of life. 

In the history of the human race there have 
appeared great spiritual leaders who, by ex- 
ample and by organization of religious factors, 
have become worthy guides for living that is 
wholesome and full of what we have learned to 
call idealism. 

It is the attempt to understand and group 
great conceptions of what life can be. The finest 
example of this that I know of is the life and 
teachings of Christ 

As with all forms of teaching, some sort of 
organization is vital if the lessons are to be 
learned by succeeding generations. While I be- 
long to no particular church, I have the highest 
respect for the church as an organization based 
on religious conceptions and emphasizing the 
best impulses that come to human beings out 
of the void. 

How or why these conceptions of self-denial 
and of service and of wholesome living should 
come is hard to understand; but it is so uni- 
versal that it has to be accepted. 
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The forms of religion and creeds mean 
nothing to me, although I recognize that they 
do mean a great deal to many people and seem 
necessary if the teachings of great spiritual lead- 
ers are to influence all kinds of human beings. 

Each individual is. distinguished from every 
other individual that ever has been or ever will 
be on this earth. It is out of the genes of two 
individuals that a human being is formed, and 
no combination of these genes is exactly like 
any other combination. 

Since man began to think he has built up 
various conceptions of a life after death. From 
this have come both fears and comfort. Life 


offers special advantages for those who can find _ 


comfort in a faith in immortality and can con- 
ceive of a heaven that is full of happiness,

I would not see any such faith denied or 
changed, even though my own mind does not 
carry me beyond a certain point in trying to 
follow through on such a conception. 

I rejoice in the stars, in an orderly universe, 
and in the happiness that comes from good deeds. 

I view as pure nonsense the astrological con- 
ceptions of the stars in their courses as being 
interested in the life and welfare of any human 
being based on the particular hour in which he 
or she is born. 

To me such a belief is a piece of effrontery, 
for it violates all of the rules of the great game 
we call life, which must come from some forces 
or some Creator at some time. 

What we see is a process that has. gone on 
for millions of years and probably will go on for 
millions of years ahead. 

The records of prehistoric life that have been 
preserved for us in fossil remains show that 
living units have become more complicated and 
that the appearance of man has been one of the 
comparatively recent and great events in universal 
history, at least so far as our earth is concerned. 

There is apparently some kind of process at 
work by which the human being has grown in 
skills, in mental processes, and in ability to learn 
more of the laws of life and of the universe. 

The idealistic conceptions that have come 
from great leaders such as Christ, Confucius, 
Buddha, Mohammet, seem to me all to be based 
on the promise that true happiness comes from 
trying to discover truth and trying to help others 
to discover it and make it a part of daily living, 

It is a magnificent conception to think of a 
power, for which most people seem to use the 
word “God,” that is unfolding on our earth a 
series of processes and events that stimulate us 
to try to reach perfection and to strive for happl- 
ness and for peace and control rather than conflict. 

The dignity of man and his independence of 
spirit are beautiful qualities that make life worth 
while and its goals meaningful.

HE telephone operator at Ossin- 
T ing, N. Y., talked for quite a 

while but it was no ordinary con- 
versation. The boy on the other end 
of the line had accidentally discharged 
a full blast from a shotgun into his 
foot.

Mrs. Algor rang the 
woman’s number, but 
there was no answer. 

Calling her sister 
in to relieve her on 
the switchboard, she 
sped to the estate, 
miles away. Neigh- 
bors told her that the 
woman was at a New 
York hotel. Mrs. Al- 
gor rushed a call 
through to the hotel, 
and finally found her. 

She had just come 
in, and was at that moment prepar- 
ing to bathe her eyes with the harsh 
acid.

Not always do telephone operators 
perform heroic actions and win gold 
medals. Mrs. W. H. Green performed 
an act of kindness that will be re- 
membered by a frail little lady from 
a small town in Canada for the rest 
of her life. 

Mrs. Green, an attendant at a 
telephone room in Grand Central Ter- 
minal in New York, looked up one 
day to see a woman in tears. She had 
come from Canada to meet her 
nephew, whom she hadn’t seen since 
he was a baby. The train was late, 
and in the confusion and rush and 
noise of the big station, so unlike the 


quiet siding at home, she had missed 
him. 

Mrs. Green called the nephew's 
home, on Long Island, but got no 
answer. ‘The Canadian woman was 
ready to go back home, right then and 
there, but Mrs. Green reassured her. 
Finally she found an operator on 
Long Island who knew the nephew, 
and who directed her to another 
friend. Mrs. Green learned that he 
had gone to the wrong station. 

She called there, located the 
nephew, and put the lady in a cab to 
be met at the other station-by the 
nephew. When she last saw the 
person she had befriended she was 
smiling with anticipation, and busily 
wiping away the tears. 

A four-year-old girl swallowed 
poison in Chicago. The antidote was 
known only by the makers of the 
poison, and Mrs. Mary E. Cusick, an 
operator on duty that night, was 
asked to help because the company’s 
offices were closed.

N A cold-rainy October night of 

1889 a slight, bewildered little 

Italian immigrant by the name 
of Amadeo Obici arrived in Scranton, 
Pa,, to make his home with an uncle. 
He was 11 years old. His earthly 
possessions consisted of 75 cents. 

Nevertheless his eyes were set upon 
a distant horizon and his heart was 
full to bursting with the wonder of 
this amazing new world. 

Last May, 58 years later, that 
same Amadeo Obici lay dying in 
Mercy Hospital, Wilkes-Barre, Pa. His 
short, stocky body was wracked with 
pain. He knew his end was near. Yet 
his eves were still set upon the hori- 
zon and there was a smile on his 
lips. His heart was filled, too, with 
another wonder; the wonder of his 
wife, who had died seven years be- 
fore, and whom he hoped soon to join. 

“T was mapried to the greatest 
woman a man ever had,” he told his 
nurse; “The woman I married gave 
me all the success I have known.” 

Amadeo Obici was no longer a 
poor immigrant boy. He was the na- 
tion’s “Peanut King,” a multimillion- 
aire, organizer of the Planters Nut 
and Chocolate Co. and subsidiaries. 

In between that day in 1889 and 
Obici’s death last May lies a truly 
rags-to-riches saga. It is the story 
of a man’s belief in himself and his 
dream, of a woman’s unwavering 
faith in her husband, of simplicity of 
soul and honesty of effort. 

Amadeo’s first job in his adopted 
country was as helper to his uncle, 
a Scranton tailor, He gave that up 
and got a job in a cigar factory, then 
shifted to Wilkes-Barre, where he 
worked in the fruit stand business 
for $6 a month and board. Next he 
was barkeep in a saloon whose pro- 
prietor also indulged in local politics. 

The saloon owner asked the eager 
young immigrant to do missionary 
work among the Italian population 
for his candidates. 

Amadéo consented, and it was in 
this way that he met Mario Peruzzi, 


who later became his fellow worker’ 


and brother-in-law, and who now is 
in, line to inherit control of Obici's 
vast peanut enterprises. 

It was in this way, too, that he 
met Louise Musante, a gravé,-brown- 
eyed.girl with a wistful smile who 
came frorm his native Italy. 

It was to Louise that the young 
immigrant bared the dream which 
had kept him awake at nights. 

Some people might laugh at the 
lowly peanut as a stepping stone to 
riches, but not Louise. She listened 
gravely to hisgplans. “So,” she told 
him, “you want to go into the peanut

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business in a big way? Well, why 
not? I think it is wonderful.” 

“I live for the day when every- 
body, young and old, will want to eat 
them,” Amadeo said. “Louise, pea- 
nuts are going to be my life!” 

Amadeo got himself a small pea- 
nut roaster and roamed the” town, 
Gone were the barkeep days. Ahead 
lay success. When his business had 
built itself up to a point where Ama- 
deo whistled while he worked, Louise 
prodded him. “You must expand,” 
she told him, “You can never get 
ahead by standing still.” ' 

Amadeo bought a $39,000 building 
by covering it with a $39,000 mort- 
gage. This he was able to do because 
John Hance, a grocer and bank offi- 
cial who took a fatherly interest in 
the young immigrant, moved heaven 
and earth to arrange the unusual busi- 
ness transaction. Later Hance was 
to be more than repaid for his faith. 

With ready cash of $600 Obici in. 
stalled an oyster bar, a soda fountain 
and a big peanut roaster. The bar 
and soda fountain did all right, but 
it was the peanut roaster that brought 
the money in. 

He married Louise and they were 
sublimely happy. In 1906 it was 
clear —- Loulse made it clear —- that 
Amadeo should expand once more. 
All he needed was capital. Peruzzi, 
now his close friend, put up $2,000 
and came in as a business partner. 
Together they formed Planters Pea. 
nut Co. Obici’s chief asset was a 
process he had discovered by which 
peanuts could be blanched of their 
red skins before salting without 
breaking in half. 

Five girls did his roasting and 
packaging, while he made the rounds 
of the town in an old wagon bearing

the inscription: 

“The Peanut Specialist.” 

Obici and Peruzzi were experts al 
merchandising even then. Amadeo 
inserted one of the letters of his name 
in each bag of nuts. A complete set, 
spelling Amadeo Obici, was worth, 
first, a free bag of peanuts and later 
on a dollar watch. 

Despite their hard work it was 
1910 before Planters Peanut Co. 
showed a net profit: $4,000 on $100,- 
000 sales. Two years later it paid 
its first dividend. 

But Obici, backed by an ever-con- 
fident Louise, was not one to stop

there. With his wife at his side he 
appeared in one of the largest banks 
in Suffolk, Va., one day in 1912. He 
outlined his Wilkes-Barre success to 
the president, then blurted out his 
request without pausing for breath: 

“IT need $100,000 from your bank 
to build a peanut-cleaning plant here.” 

“You can’t build a plant for that 
amount,” the banker said. 

“No,” said Obici. “I plan to get 
$25,000 each from two other banks.” 

. The president gazed past. the 
couple. “There's really no reason for 
your going to those other banks,” he 
said at last, “we'll let you have the 
whole amount.” 

From that day on the rise of 
Obici’s «company was assured, He 
opened plants in California, Canada, 
stores over the natfon, subsidiary 
units to make peanut by-products. 
When the prices rose he refused to 
lower, the quality of his product or 
pass the cost on to the consumer, 

Hie had brought his entire family 
over from Italy Peruzzi had mar 
ried Obict's sister. Amadeo and Lou- 
ise, despite their wealth, lived simply 
in a Suffolk home. 

John Hance, who had meantime 
gone broke, was not forgotten either. 
Obici brought him to Suffolk and 
took care of him until his death. 

When Louise died in 1940 a part 
of Amadeo died with her. That was 
why, as he lay dying himself, he 
could smile in face of the pain. 

“You know,” he told his nurse, 
“Louise always said I was the man 
who took peanuts and put them to 
work. But I really didn’t. It was 
Louise.” 

Shortly before Obici died, Rep. 
Mitchell Jenkins of Pennsylvania de 
livered a panegyric on the former im- 
migrant in Congress. 

“His is a story of courage and im- 
agination,” Jenkins said. “In minia- 
ture, this is the story of America it- 
self, for it exemplifies those which 
have made America great.” 

Soon, within the shadows of the 
Planters Nut and Chocolate Co, in 
Suffolk, a beautiful hospital will begin 
to rear its walls. When it is finished 
a bronze plaque will be placed over 
the entrance. 

On it will be inscribed: “The Louise 
Obici Memorial Hospital.” 

Telling his nurse about this pro- 
vision in his will, Obici said: 

“Touise never cared much about 
money, but I know the hospital will 
please her.”

HE prosecution, said the Judge, “presented one 

of the best prepared and tried criminal cases, 
fair and inclusive of all details, ever brought be- 
fore me’’—a tribute to Mr. Richman, the prosecu- 
tor, and indirectly to the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration’s exhaustive investigation headed by 
Joseph L. Maguire, senior attorney in the office 
of the general counsel, and Robert Stanfill, chief 
of the Administration’s Philadelphia Section. 

Still, with all lost (except the chance for ap- 
peal, which he has taken), the wizard, the mounte- 
bank did not drop his composure. His bold eyes 
roved the courtroom ds he heard the Institute 
fined $12,000, himself fined $8,000. His spare 
shoulders were squared as he listened to the 
penal sentence, three years in Federal Prison, 
suspended, five years on probation.

ihe police Cat reached the spot at 5:50 that 
July 20, 1937. 

“Keep away from it,” Corcoran warned the 
bakers as they climbed out. “Nothing is to be 
touched.” 

The comely, olive-skinned woman lay on her 
back on the grass island by the speedway, her 
feet pointing toward the pavement. 

(one of her shoes lay on the grass beside her, 
and her purse lay near her head. Dirt stained 
her face and leatherette jacket; her long black 
hair was in disarray. 

Soon the city’s homicide specialists were 
tackling what was to prove one of their most 
disagreeable—but successful——tasks. 

And homicide it most certainly was, for Chief 
Medical Examiner Thomas A. Gonzales reported 
that the woman had been shot through the heart 
and abdomen. 

“I don’t think she could have been dead more 
than an hour when the crime was discovered,” h 
said. ‘‘The gun had been pressed against her lefi 
side, for there are powder burns, and the dress is 
scorched. Two front teeth are loose, as though 
from a blow.” 

A .38-caliber slug was found in the back of her 
dress, having passed through the body. 
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[PUTTY Chief Inspector Francis J. Kear of the 
homicide squad found papers in the purse, but 
no immediate clew to the viciim’s identity. Nor 
was there any money in the purse. Then Kear 
went through the pockets of the jacket and made 
one of the most curious discoveries of his career: 

Six lumps of sugar! 

The lumps were not loose in the pocket, but in 
a small paper bag. 

“What six lumps of sugar mean in this case is 
something I wouldn't attempt to say at this mo- 
ment,” the homicide chief remarked to reporters. 
“The sugar, along with the .38 slug and whatever 
else we find, will be turned over to the police 
laboratory.” 

He said that the woman apparently was shot 
tn a car and thrown out while it was in motion. 

He pointed out that, while no real lead to the 
woman's identity had been uncovered, he felt con- 
fident that progress along this line would follow 
the publicity in the afternoon papers, 

“Once we learn her identity, we'll be over the 
first big hurdle of the investigation. After that 
we'll check on her acquaintances and activities.” 

That same Tuesday night, two nuns, Sister 
Frances de Paul and Sister Jean Berchmans 
viewed the body at the morgue at Bellevue [os- 
pital and identified it. 

The murder victim, they said, was Miss Irma 
Louise Pradier, a French-born serving maid, wio 
had lived with them at the Jeanne d’Are home 
for immigrant young’ women on West 24th St. 
from 1929 to 1933 

They said that Miss Pradier, an Orphan, native 
of Clermont-Ferrand, near Marseille, had gone to 
live at the home upon hev arrival in this country, 
and had gotten a job as a maid at an institute 
for education of the blind on Pelham Parkway in 
the bronx. 

“We found her always vivacious and good- 
natured,” said the nuns. “She never gave us any 
trouble of any kind.” 

Their report was corroborated by Kathleen 
Curtin, Irma’s former roommate at the home. 

“She was always Sinving and doing things for 
others,” said Miss Curtin. “She was like a happy 
child, always bringing in cookies and making tea 
for a party. She even treated us to grand opera 
at the Hippodrome.” 


W HAT about men friends? 
“She was too independent to try to at- 
tract any man,” was the answer. 

In 1933, Irma had gone to work at Mt. Sinai 
Hospital, residing in the nurses’ home on East 
98th St. Cecil Silverman, her roommate there, 
had this to say: 

“For a long time she almost never had dates. 
She seemed to prefer to spend her evenings in the 
hospital recreation room, reading or in writing 
letters to relatives in France. Usually she spent 
her lunch hours walking in Central Park.” 

One reason she visited Central Park, Miss Sil- 
verman continued, was because she liked horses 
and enjoyed watching them cantering along the 
bridle paths. 

During the past Spring she had_ frequenily 
dropped into the Squadron A Armory at near-by 
94th St. and Madison Ave. to watch the mounted 
policemen rehearse for their show, “Around the 


24 
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Clock With New York’s Finest.” 

“Then about the middle of June she began 
acting mysteriously,” Miss Silverman went on. “I 
gathered soon enough that she had fallen in love. 
And, according to Irma, the man was a mounted 
policeman.” 

And. his name? 

“She never would tell me his name. Seemed 
to like the idea of keeping everything a secret.” 

Not even a first name? 

“Tl thought I heard her refer to him as Jimmy 
on one or two occasions,” Cecil Silverman recalled, 

On the very morning before her death, Irma 
breathlessly announced that she and her suitor 
were going to California to be married. 

“When?” Cecil asked, thinking it would be at 
least some weeks hence. But the ecstatic Irma 
replied, “Tonight!” 

That Same morning she told the hospital 
authorities that she was quitting, drew $48 back 
pay, and packed her trunk and two bags. In the 
afternoon she went to the Public National Bank, 
135th St. and Lexington Ave., and drew out $314,

leaving $2 in the account she had opened in 192). 

“Wish me luck!” she said to the teller. “I’m 
going to California to be married!” 

Irma told her roommate that her fiance would 
meet her outside the nurses’ home at 7:30. Aec- 
cordimgly, she went out on_the street with her 
trunk and bags at that hour. 

“But he didn’t arrive until 8:30,” Miss Silver- 
man related. “He drove up in a pea-green sedan, 
which I saw, although I did not get a good look 
at him. He parked on 103d St., near Fifth Ave., 
said something to Irma, then called a cab. 

“T watched while he helped Irma into the cab 
and attended to the trunk and bags. He said some- 
thing to the driver, then followed the cab in that 
pea-green sedan,” 


NSPECTOR KEAR conferred with Deputy Chief 

Inspector Richard Oliver. They considered the 
slain woman’s fondness for horses, her story of 
having fallen in love with a mounted policeman. 
And they considered the six lumps of suprar. 

“Of course, the fellow might have pretenced to 
be a policeman,” Kear said. “But, on the oer 
hand, maybe he was.”

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In this connection, Police Commissioner Lewis 
Valentine assured the press and public that the 
full resources of his department would be em- 
ployed in the investigation. 

“If the man you want is an officer of the police 
force, it will make no difference,” he told his sub- 
ordinates. “It will only make him easier to find.” 

The cab driver, Seymour Whitehead, was soon 
traced. He reported that the man who hailed him 
kept his face averted, so that he never got a 
proper glimpse of him, and that the man told him 
to take the woman passenger to the express office 
at Grand Central Terminal. 


JAMES CONWAY, receiving clerk at the office 
on East 45th St., recalled that the woman “had 
a roll of bills an inch thick.” 

Conway said he asked her where she wanted 


to ship her baggage, and she had replied, to his. 


astonishment, that she didn’t know. 

“She told the cab driver to ask the man in the 
car,” Conway related. 

Cabman Whitehead said he had gone to the 
sedan, and again the man had kept his head 
turned. He said the man reached into his pocket 
as if searching for something. Then he said he 
didn’t know, either. 

“Well, if you want to send a trunk to Los 
Angeles,” Conway told Miss Pradier, “you should 
have some kind of address to send it to. A hotel, 
say, or something.” 

Finally, she directed that the trunk be sent to 
the YMCA in Los Angeles. 
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“They just sent the trunk,” Conway said. 
“They put the bags in the sedan and drove off.” 

The man in the sedan, he said, impressed Con- 
way as being a rather husky chap, about 30 years 
old, with a ruddy face. He had brown hair and 
was wearing a light gray suit. 

At the suggestion of the police, the express 
company ordered that the trunk be returned with 
all speed, in the hope that it might contain impor- 
tant evidence. 

On July 27, one week after the crime, secret 
orders were issued for a group of mounted police- 
men to appear at headquarters the next morning 
for a special line-up. This took place, but the mur- 
derer of Irma Pradier remained unidentified. 


N the 28th the trunk arrived back at Grand 

Central. Again nothing of importance ,devel- 
oped. 
That same day, all mounted officers owning 
cars were directed to submit descriptions of them, 
Again nothing was uncovered. 

But a break in the Case was evolving, and it 
came on Wednesday morning, Aug. 4, when In- 
spector Oliver received information regarding a 
used car sales report dated July 17. 

One Arthvr’H. Chalmers, a patrolman of Troop 
B, Mounted Squadron 1, New York Police Depart- 
ment, had traded a used car and cash for a 1936 
pea-green sedan. 

Inspector Oliver perused a brief report on 
Chalmers. Appointed to the force Dec, 20, 1927, 
Married. Two children. ‘Residence — 30-43 91st 
St., Jackson Heights. On vacation since July 17. 
Returned to.duty on this same day, Aug. 4. 

“Put a man on him,” Oliver ordered, 

Three days later, Oliver and Lieut. Thomas 
Hammill visited the Chalmers’ home in Jack- 
son Heights. While Hammill looked around out- 
side, Oliver asked the mountie if he had known 
Irma Pradier. 

“I did not know her,” Chalmers replied. 

Oliver began to tell him what had been un- 
covered to date. 

Meanwhile, Hammill had been examining the 
pea-green sedan in the back yard. His most sig- 
nificant discovery was ag well-concealed patch 
glued in the upholstery of the front seat. Ripping 
it off, he saw what resembled a bullet hole. 

“What have you got to say?” Oliver asked him 
after this had been reported to him. 

“Well, I'll admit I knew her,” Chalmers said, 
“but I won’t admit I killed her.” 

“Let's go,” said the inspector. 


T OLIVER'S office in the Wadsworth Ave. sta- 
tion in the Bronx, the suspect was questioned 
by Commissioner Valentine and other officials. 

This was the story he told: 

On June 18, as he entered the Gotham stables 
on West 46th St., he found the flashing-eyed bru- 
nette feeding lumps of sugar to his horse, Bob. 

He had asked her not to do this, since it was a 
rule of the department that mounted officers, and 
no one else, must feed their own horses. 

“Aw, let her,” interposed another officer. “A 
little sugar won’t hurt him.” 

Chalmers and the woman chatted while he 
saddled Bob; then she suddenly suggested, accord- 
ing to his story, that he “take her out.” 

He said he laughed it off, but In subsequent 
days she visited the stables repeatedly. She be- 
came, as he put it, “a nuisance.” 

Then on a Sunday afternoon, July 18, while he 
was driving through Pelham Bay Park in his new 
car, he saw her sitting alone on a park bench. 

He pulled over, he continued, and they talked. 
She asked him to take her for a ride. According 
to him, his reply was, “I can't do that, but I'll buy 
you a hot dog.” 

They had hot dogs and soft drinks. They made 
a date for the following Monday; he was to meet 
her near the hospital at 7:30. 

“I got there late and was surprised to see that 
she had her trunk and bags,” he went on. “But 
I decided to- humor her, thinking I could persuade 
her to change her mind.” 


H* said that after the stop at the express office 
he decided to drive up into Westchester while 
he explained that she had misunderstood how he 
felt about her. But no sooner were they out of the 
city than she began to make advances to him, at 
the same time urging him to stop the car. 

Finally, near Kensico dam, he did stop the 
car. He said he couldn’t resist her any longer. 
Later they halted at another secluded spot. 

Then, Chalmers continued, he broke the news 
that he had a wife and two children, and that he 
could not go away with her, to California or any- 
where else. 

She became frantic, he'said. She kept crying: 
“I love you! I love you! I can’t live without you!” 

He put her out of the car, then let her in again. 
He tried to reason with her, he said. She kept 
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sobbing that she would kill herself if he rejected 
her. 

“On the speedway, heading back into town, I 
had to stop the car to try to control her,” he went 
on. “She began feeling for the gun she knew 
was in the side pocket of the car. Then I saw 
she had the gun. 

“T pushed her hand—not the hand with the gun 
in it, but the other one. 

“As I did, there was an explosion.” 

How many shots had he heard? He replied 
that.after the first shot his mind went blank. 

When had he hit her in the face? He denied 
that he had. “I just pushed her around trying to 
get the gun,” he said. 

Ha concluded his version by saying that he 
placed the body on the grass, then threw the 
pistol and two suitcases into the river. 

“What became of the woman’s money?” Com- 
missioner Valentine asked him. 

“IT don’t know anything about the money.” 


N A later statement he said, “You can call me a 
murderer, but not a thief. I may have shot this 
woman, but I did not take her money.”’ 

In an attempt to prove this, he involved a mar- 
ried womarr iff the case. 

Officers went to the address he had supplied 
and jnterviewed Mrs. Vera L——,, an attractive 
young woman with black bobbed hair, olive com- 
plexion and dark eyes. Mrs, L——— was spending 
this Sunday afternoon at home with her husband. 

She would be glad to tell the police whatever 
she knew about Chalmers, she said. She had 
first met him, she said, about a year before in a 
restaurant where she worked, at 40th St. and 
Madison Ave. 

He came in often and they became friendly. 

“Several months passed,” she continued, “then 
he asked me to go out with him and have a few 
drinks. I accepted, and after that we went out 
every now and then. 

“T always knew he was married and had two 
children. That was why I didn’t go out with 
him very often. 

“When his vacation came, he suggested that I 
go with him ona trip. My husband had gone on 
his vacation alone at the time, to visit his rela- 
tives, so I thought it might be a good idea. 

“Il saw him on Friday, July 16. I told him it 
would be nice if he would take*me for a drive up- 
State, in the country somewhere. I saw him again 
the following Tuesday. [Note—This was the day 
of the murder.|] I asked him if we were going, 
and he said, ‘Yes, tomorrow.’ 

“The next day I met him in front of my 
house.” 

They drove to Bennington, Vt., she went on, 
and spent the first night in a tourist camp. The 
next day they got up early and drove al! the way 
to Old Orchard, Me. After two days there they 
drove to Montreal, then made the return journey 
to New York, having been gone about eight days. 


Hk WAS asked if Chalmers had acted at all 
peculiar, and replied, “Well, he kept showing 
me pictures of his wife and children.” 

Had she noticed that patch in the front seat? 
She had, and she had asked him about it. “Oh, 
that,”” he had said. ‘“That’s been there for a long 
time. Someone took a shot at me once.” 

Had he mentioned the Pradier murder? 

“I can’t seem to remember whether he did or 
not,” she replied. “I know I myself mentioned the 
case when I read about it in a newspaper. 

“I said something like this,-‘Look at this poor 
woman. It seems too bad that a girl can’t draw 
a few hundred dollars out of the bank without 
being killed.’ 

“As far as I can remember, he didn’t say any- 
thing.” 

Did he have much money to spend? 

“He certainly didn’t seem to have much,” she 
said. “We stopped at tourist camps and private 
homes to save expenses. We ate at small places, 
sometimes in country stores. 

“We didn’t spend much on fun, but we had a 
good time. We went swimming and walked. 
Sometimes we went to a,movie. 

“You'd think that any woman could tell if 
something like that was on a man’s conscience, 
wouldn't you? But he acted as though he didn’t 
have a care in the world.” 


HALMERS ‘was indicted for first-degree mur- 

der, but this charge was later reduced to sec- 
ond degree. He was convicted on April 6, 1938, 
and got 20 years to life. 

Before he was led out of court, he was asked 
the routine questions, one of which was, “Where 
is your home?” 

“T have no home,” he replied, face contorted. 

No, nor did Irma Pradier, who liked to feed 
herses lumps of sugar. No home in this world.

For George Martin, who 
lived the life of a poor man 
and gave tirelessly of. his 
time and small earnings, 
will continue to help South 
vark’s nee@dy after his 
death.

It was in 1899 that the 
tall, angular, kind-faced man 
came to live in Southwark. 
Even then he had the beard, 
but it was sandy red in 
color, Even then, the legend 
gdes, he wore a coat sus- 
piciously like the ragged 
old frock-coat In which he 
stalked the streets of mod- 
ern Southwark. 

Nobody knew where he 
came from. He got a job as 
porter and took a small cell- 
like room, where he -lodged 
for the next 48 years. 

Other workers at first 
mistrusted his upper class 
accent and air of. gentility, 
but soon they realized the 
quiet stranger was utterly 
unsnobbish and concerned 
only with the welfare of his 
fellow man. 

A porter’s child fell ill 
and required nursing 24 


Always he found money 
for the needy. Those who 
visited his bleak little room 
seon understood that he 
was able to help others be- 
cause he denied himself all 
but the barest necessities. 
A slab of slate served as 
his table; his fare was 
usually bread and marga- 
rine, eked out occasionally 
with a few vepvetables. 

Small wonder that some 
in the community called 
him “St. George.” 

It was a great shock to 
Southwark when its “saint”’ 
was found dead in his cheer- 
less cubicle. And a welcome 
surprise to the poor when 
they learned he had left 
$88,000 to be administered 
for their benefit. 

Slowly, details of their 
benefactor’s early life came 
to light..He had been the 
Rev. George Martin, a 
clergyman in Cornwall. But 
he left his parish to live 
among the poor. 

Where had his fortune 
come from? An inheritance ? 
Savings built up from some 
unknown income? Proceeds 
of secret investments? The 
gift of an admirer to carry 
on his good work? 

Southwark doesn’t know- 
probably will never know. 
But there'll always be a 
halo around its memory of 
George Martin.

ANDS and nails are gen- 

erally at their worst 
during the winter months. 
Dryness, chapping, hang- 
nails, nail-splitting, all seem 
to be more in evidence dur- 
ing cold weather. 

We know, of course, that 
chapping and dfryness are 
best avoided by drying the 
hands thoroughly after dip- 
ping them in water, using a 
good hand cream each time 
they’ve been in water, and 
wearing gloves whenever 
possible._not only outdoors 
but for housework as well. 

If hands are too neglected 
to respond to the above ad- 
vice, heat and oil or wax 
treatments are offered at 
some beauty salons. 


Hangnails 


ANGNAILS are always 
a nuisance. What to do? 

Best of all is prevention. A 
nail cream, applied over the 
nails and cuticle will do 
much to prevent hangnails. 
Care should be taken when 
filing the nails. Do the fil- 
ing before removing your 
polish. Never file wet nails. 
File with the grain of the 
nail—from the corners to 
the center of the nail. 
Smooth off rough edges. 

Should a hangnail appear, 
file it down with an emery 
board. If you cannot file all 
of it away, wait,a few days 
and go at it again. 


Cuticle 


AGGED cuticle is best 
conquered with cream or 
oil. Cuticle should not be 
clipped. It should be trained 
into place. Cream should 
be massaged into the cuti- 
cle to make it soft enough 
to push back from the nail. 
Push cuticle back, too, each 
time you dry your hands. 
The cream or oil you mas- 
sage into your cuticle is 
also good for your nails-—- 
to keep them from splitting 
or peeling. Occasional hot 
oil treatments are also good. 
Heat a small amount of 


olive oil, castor oil or nail 
oil and dip your fingertips 
into the warm oil. Massage 
the oil into the nails, and if 
you're not doing anything 
for a while, leave it on. 


Manicure 
OW ABOUT your mani- 
cure. Nails are begin- 
ning to look more lady-like 
less like claws. New col- 
ors in nail enamels are a 
soft, feathery pink. Moons 
will be in evidence again 
for the first time in many 
years -to further the more 
delicate look. And nailtips 
will show more than a hair- 
line of white. 

Several new products 
have recently come on the 
market that should help you 
in your quest for better 
manicures. There are the 
pinker, lighter nail polishes, 
many of which have been 
designed: for longer lasting 
manicures. There is a new 
polish undercoat that holds 
polish fast and tends to 
keep nails from peeling and 
splitting—-even permits you 
to file polished nails with- 
out harm to the manicure. 
Nail polish removal is made 
a simple and neat affair by 
a polish remover that does 
not smudge all over the 
cuticle. 

Now that you’ve acquired 
lovely hands, see that you 
use them gracefully. 

Hands are not pretty 
when they are taut or 
fidgety. Whenever you find 
your hands getting into that 
state—and this is especially 
good for typists and others 
who make full use of their 
fingers——shake them into re- 
laxation. Hold them down 
and shake the hands hard— 
at the wrist. Then stretch 
the fingers apart and relax 
again. This relieves the 
tenseness.

THE best arrangement for 
your kitchen will natuf- 
ally- depend to a large ex- 
tent upon its size, shape, 
location of windows, and 
location and amount of clear 
wall space. However, there 
are a few basic rules which 
apply to any kitchen: 

Arrange equipment so 
that work can be carried on 
continuously in one direc- 
tion, starting from the 
Storage center (refrigera- 
tor) and moving to the work 
area at the sink where the 
food is prepared, and then 
to the stove where it is 
cooked and served. This 
flow'of work can move from 
right to left or from left to 
right, whichever you find 
more natural.

See that there is ample 
counter space or working 
surfaces adjoining sink, 
stove,-and refrigerator. 

Try to eliminate traffic 
lanes through work areas.
